Of course mavy of the fences have been 
destroyed, but as a general thing the place is In very 
good preservation, considering the number of troops 
Ihas been obliged to entertalo, on both sides, and 
it ts one of the pleasantest places I have yet seen Ia 
the South, Hardly aay of the femloine and juvenile 
portion of the population Jelt the town on our enter- 
tng if, but the male citizens ore nearly all gone, 
Many of the latter, however, are merely eerving In 
the Home Guards at Raleigh and elsewhere, not #0 
much to belp preserve the Confederacy aa to msla- 
tain the dignity and rights of the State. Gen. Scuo- 
FixLy's troops all ufirm that when they entered the 
town the ladles slinost universally welcomed them, 
from doors and windows, with waving handkerchicts, 
but they groatly doubt whether It was not done more 
{n a diplomatlc spirit, to preterve their property 
thereby, "han from any roal joy at our comlog. 

But the citzeos evidently needea deliverance, 
Judging from my experionce whlic there. Provisions 
had becomo so seatce and costly, that many of the 
Doorer families were almost literally without any- 
thing loeat. An officer of my acquaintance who 
hed made arrangements with a very respectable 
lady (0 furcish ber with supplies from the commis 
sary, and mess at her house, sent word to fer one 
Mornlog, belore furnlsbing any supplies, tbat be 
Would be there {0 breakfast. The reply that he 


got, Instead of his breakfast, was, that she bad 
nothing at sll in the house to eat The 
same was true in numerous Instances, They 
Informed me at the Provost-Marshal’s office 
that they were atoning citizens who bad 
been as wealihy as any in Goldsboro. Ove moa 
particularly, was recelving rations, who paid texes 
on a milllon dollars of property before the war. 
Every day a) women, with wo-be- 


gone countenances and dusty and poor-looking gar- 
ments, can be eeen entering the Provoat-Marsbal's 
office to obtain the necessary papers to enable them 
todraw ratloos. S:lll they cannot see, or do not Itke 
fo aumlt, that the Confederacy 1s non est, although 
I hase no doubt they would generally rejotce a 
thelr hearts If they were once more within the pro- 
tectlng folds of the old Union. The Provost-Marshal, 
Lieut.-Col. Horry, of the Ninth New Jersey, seems 
#o be just the mso to conduct the affaire of the de- 
wparimtent {o whieh he bos been assigned, with tact 
and fidelity, and be 1s bly supported by Lieut. Ban- 
vw, Assistant Provost-Marshal, of the same regl- 
ment, whose disDoslilon of the multifarlous cases 
that pats through his hada, could not be mproved 
upon, Dr. Giirerr, surgeon of thé ssme regiment, 
Is alto equally serviceable at the Provoal’s head- 
quarters.

There 
ure a (ew street corsers where you will always fund 
8 crowd of them engaged in trading watches, rings, 
jewelry of various deecriptions, pleces of silver cut 
from solld silver walters, revolvers, selllog gold and 
silver, and in fact making use of every expedient to 
‘turn so honest penny." Between some of the 
bulldings there {¢ an eager crowd of soldiers gathered 
sboul a "*faro-bank,” the keeper of which Is also a 
soldler.

These valleys are all noted for thelr pleturesque 
boauty, and mostly for their fertility. No more 
healthy region probably can be found on the (ace of 
the globe tban they, The table-land of the Cum- 
berland Mountains Is mostly lean, being deicloat in 
calcareous fogrediente, Many of the mountain slopes 
ar used for pasturago up to thelr summits. 

But it Is to respect to lts minerals that this section 
excels. The whole of the Cumberland range 1s un- 
derlaid with coal-beds, the average thickness of 
which Ia estimated as belog at least eight feet. The 
area covered by those mountaine {9 4,400 «quare 
miles. In the samo section are three great Iron re- 
glons—ooe lying along the Unika group of moun 
tains, which separate the State from North Caro.tna ; 
the second, kcown as the " Dyestone region," skirt- 
fog tho eastern bese of tbe Cumberland, from Georgia 
to Viratoia; the third, called “the Cumberland 
Region," associated with the coal{mearures in the 
Borthern part of the State. A fourth belonge to the 
western part of Middle Tennessee, passing out of 
Kentucky and ruoning down to the Alabama line; 
apd a filth to West Teonessee. Those of the eastern 
region usually yield {rom $5 {0 70 per cent. of metal, 
end are pronounced Ipexhaustible, Extensive beds 
of Iron ore occur near Cumberland Gap. 

Copper Is algo found abundantly tn tho enm¥jeec- 
too, the most Importsnt and rich beds belng inthe 
southeastern corner of iho State. The locallty la 
Xoown as Ducktown, consisting of 2 natural basin 
nearly 1,000 blgber than the valley of East Teones- 
see. The geological report made In 1856 shows that 
‘bp {o that date one millon dollars’ worth of ore had 
been taken from those hills -afler encounterlag ol- 
most inrurmountable obstacles in cuttlog out a road 
through the face of the mountains. 

Lead, zinc, and even gold, In small quantities, are 
among the other products of a region, which po: 
tosses pecullar Interest to Northern men at thle mo- 
ment, from the loyalty of Its Inbablianta, and tbe 
persecutlons they have undorgone on behalf of the 
government and the Union. The marble of Eat 
Tennessee bas no supertor. 

MIDDLE TENNESSEE 

conslets partly of tho spurs thrown from the Cam: 
berland, succeeded by a basin of an eliptioal form, » 
Utile ore {haa 100 mes long by between 50 and Co 
miles broad, The famous village of Murireeaboro Is 
pear its geographical centre, Tho surface Is for the 
most part greatly undulaung, and of quite moderate 
elevation, The soll 18 of the richest kind, re- 
posing on blue and white lime-stone beds, already 
sacortained to be 600 fect thick. The basin passor 
across the Cumberland River Into Kentucky, end 
southward nearly across the State of Tennesse. It 
{sone of the gardens of the West, almilar to the Blue 
Pass country in Kentucky. 

This bowl or natural depression Is surrounded by 
8 belt of mountalos, as in Kentucky, known as "the 
Higbland River,” usually from 400 to 600 feet abore 
the Hme-stone country, In two places thls river {6 
cul tbrough by the Cumberland River, and in one by 
Duck River, The soll of these hills {s usually poor, 
‘and some porttons are quile barren. Further back, 
however, and beyond the “barrene,”’ lime-stone 
Spain makes {ts appearance, and the soll becomes 
red and fertile. The circle of bighlande 1s noted for 
ls benutifal streams and fis sulphur springs. Taken 
‘4. whole, the central part of Tennessee, as an agrl- 
cultural country, has probably no superior, while the 
scenery everywhere f8 pleasant, and In some places 
romanile., Tbe alr [a also sulubrious. 

WAST TENNESSEE 

conulits of two slopos, the eastern, fronting the Ten- 
nesseo River, bolng high and abrupt; while the 
wertern, looking toward the Mississippi fe less lofty 
and precipitous. The former contains beds of foe 
marble and tron ore, besides abundance of lime- 
sione, A source of ailll greater wealth Is tis green 
sand marble beds,sucb as have contributed so greatly 
to the reclamation of the barren lands In tho south: 
enstero New-Jorsey, These beds extend under (he 
surface of several countiesito unknown depths. It 
might cause the teeth of our more progressive far- 
mers to water tolearo that land thereabouts, fit for 
rolsing cotton and nearly all the ordinary grain crops 
can to-day be had at from 320 to $10 per acre. 

The opposite slope of West Tennessee {s also 0 
fertile country ; but probably not eo well adapted to 
Northern constitutions, on account of the many 
sluggish streams which crawl through the rich bot 
toms to the Misslestppl, thelr banks having often to 
be leveled (0 prevent overflow, The Chickasaw 
and other " bluffs” in thle region are conepicuous and 
wellknown features in the Inndecape, I may add 
that, like the " Father of Waters,” the Tennessee Is 
Bavigable all the year round, £0 that Nature bas pro- 
vided roady to band excelleot communications with 
ail parts of the country. 

THE PUDLIC WORKS OF TENNESSEE 

The legislature of Tennessee was more Iberal In 
aiding the conatructfon of pubile Improvements than 
hor neighbors, elther to the north or south, A regular 
system of railroads was devised many years ngo, the 
State subscribing three fifths of the stock, and grant- 
fox $100,000 for tbe erection of important bridge 
By virtue of this enlarged scheme, the following 


Ines wore completed before the war: The East 
‘Tonnessee and Virglols, from Virginia to Knoxville ; 
the East Tennessee and Georgia, from Kuoxellle to 
Dalton, withthe “ cut-off " above Chattanooga, that 
Portion of the Loulsvilie and Naahrille, (about flty- 
four miles,) In Tennesteo; that part of the Memphis 
‘and Charleston in Tennessee ; the Memphis, Clarkes- 
Ville and Loulerille; the Gossfeld and Kentucky; the 
Nashvitle and Chaltanooga; and the Nashville and 
Decatur roads, beslde numosous branch ince, Few of 
these enterprises were profitable In the shape of regu 
lar dividends ; but they did much {0 open up the re- 
fources of an exceedingly rich State, that under djf- 
ferent avapices, will not fail to make (hom yleld 
handsomely. 

L have already noticed the construction of a line 
from Nashville, norluwestwardly to the Cumberland, 
at Johnsonville, seventy-elght miles, and connecting 
With the Memphis and Clarkesville Road, ‘This was 
dull by the government {0 prevent the porsibility of 
Nashville belog out off from recelving suppiics dur- 
ing low atages ‘of water In tho Cumberlana, ‘The 
Jato rains djd serlous damnge to the bridges on the 
Decatur aid the Chattanoogu Railroads; but proba 
ably by this tlme most of them tayo been repaired 
enabilog work to be resumed on bot at an early 
date,

In spite of the murderous attacks of guerrillas, 
who abound In sll paris of Kentucky, accordicg to 
the popular Imagination, wo reached this place 
without getting killed by the way, or observing one 
wno had seen or heard of a bushwhacker fo that 
partof the State, When Inquiry was made, the an- 
awer Invariably followed that {t was not there, but In 
homo place further vorth or south, that such-a-euch 
48 (rlgotfal depredation took place. thus recalling to 
mind the story of tne "Three Black Crows,” which 
turned out to be “sometbing almost 89 black aa a 
crow.” 

Io fact, there has been a good deal of exngeeration 
Da respects these borse-tbleving marauders. Fully 
men well armed, and helping themselves to fresh 
horse-flesh whenever the old article has run down, 
ean keep a wnole State like Kentucky in alarm, . Of 
course, In {Ime the brood will be exterminated, and 
that will be tbe end of them. That, afiera war 
waged with such violence of passion; anch whole- 
salo slaughter, such crimes on both sides, meek-eyed 
peace should at once seltle down, Is more than any 
person who has read the bistory of our great civil 
strife bad apy reason lo expect.

Though it ls Sunday, not one 
In ten of the men appears to ba washed or cleaned, 
With the legs of thelr pantaloons sluck {n tnose of 
thelr dir y boola, they evince one alga of interest tn 
the affales of the day by eagerly Inqulrlog for (he 
“noose.” 

The slvers are swollen to an unusual height, Salt 
River, the Green, the Barren, and streams of less 
note, aie filled to overflowing. The damage done by 
the flood In Kentucky 1s, however, Inconsidcrable. 
At Barren River we are detained half an hour, the 
trestlework of the bridge having been bent somewhat 
by the current, o that It was judged advisable not to 
cioss It by the locomotive. Passengers, accordin 
had to walk over, aller whtch tho cars were pu 
nd a fresh engine was attched to the tran. 

APPEARANOE OF NASHVILLE,
